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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first action relating to serial application number 10/647,906, filed 08- 
25-2003. Claims 1-4 are currently pending. 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), 
which papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 09-20-2004 has 
been considered by the examiner. 

Drawings 

3. The examiner has accepted the drawing filed with this application. 

Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: in 
page 5, line 2, "13" should be -1 1 -after "secondary pulley". 

In page 6, line 9, "11" should be -11c- after cylinder chamber". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. In claims 1-4, lines 1, the term "type" 
renders the intended scope of the claim indefinite because it is not clear as to 
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what type of V-belt is the term referring to. It appears that the claim is referring to 
type that are not disclosed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

8. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Swada et al. (6,217,469) in view of Kawamura (6,168,547). Swada et al. 
discloses a CVT comprising a line pressure control apparatus, which comprises 
an engine speed detector (301 ), a line pressure control means (310) that controls 
the line pressure. Swada et al. also disclose that the CVT is controlled based on 
various parameters such as the engine speed. This would inherently determine 
the line pressure value. Swada et al. does not disclose the line pressure upper 
limit is base on the engine speed and is equal or higher that a predetermined 
speed for setting the upper limit and a line pressure control means foe controlling 
the line pressure such that the line pressure does not exceed the upper limit. 
Kawamura discloses a controller for a line pressure control device comprising 
controller (61) having a means for setting the line pressure to a predetermine 
(target) value and for controlling the line pressure base on the engine speed in 
order to satisfy the oil pressure requirements of the system and to reduce pump 
noise due to vibration. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
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skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the device of Swada et al. to 
include the limitations of Kawamura for controlling the line pressure base on the 
engine speed in order to satisfy the oil pressure requirements of the system and 
to reduce pump noise due to vibration. 

In claim 2, it is apparent that the line pressure is set based on the engine 

speed. 

In claims 3-4, it is inherent that the engine speed depends on the range 
signal and the line pressure will be set according to the range signal. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. JP (1 1-166620) disclose s system for controlling pump 
noise in a CVT. (Van Wijk et al. (5,941 ,786) discloses a system for controlling the 
pump according to the engine speed conditions. Kawamura (6,120,413) and JP 
(62,83548) disclose a controller for controlling the line pressure.
